point of view. The Duelor yesterday stated 
thai the claim the British Government had In 
Vancouver Island u na only as against British 
subjects, thus affording another argument il 
it required one. against his previous remarks 
The members of the Company were Briiish 
subjects. The Crown, therefore, and nol any 
Provisional Act ol Oregon or Donation Aci 
of Congress, or lar-letched analogy, was the 
power to whom they and their land setile- 
menl were entirely sul j ct. The land bej 
longed to the Crown as against Hritisli sub- 
jects; how then could British subject.-' 
assume a higher power than the Crown, and 
claim property on no better ground than that 
they had squatted upon it ? '1 he argument it 
surely fallacious, even were the Company 
not assured lime and again by the Home 
Gorernment that they had acquired no right 
BDterior lo the grant. In the correspondence 
published, Ibis is distinctly and unmistakably 
laid down. The following extract of a des 
patch from the Colonial Office to Mr. Beren? 
is a specimen of tho replies ol Her Majesty's j 
Government to the Company on this matter : 

" In the printed correspondence between the 
company and this department prior to the *rant, 
(printed lstpcbruarj. 1849), it appears, that tin- 
company in tho first instance informed Her 
Majesty's Government thnt they had ' formed an 
establishment on the southern point of Vaneon- I 
ver Island,' and were anxious to know whether 
they would be cnnfirincd in the possession of such 
lands, as they mipht find it expedient to add lo 
those which they already possessed. Without de 
tailing here the particulars of the correspondence 
which followed, it is sufficient to say Lord Urey 
assented to the proposal that " lands in Vancou 
Tcr Island thowd be granted to the company," 
thereby obviously implying that without sm-h 
grant nnowof„the land was the company's. Alt 
the lands of the Island were ' granted ' alike and 
all were made subject to the like power of repur- 
chase by the Crown." 

Dr. Tolmie, we ihiult, is unfortunate in his 
defiuiifjon of Crown Lands, in confining 
them to wild or unoccupied lands ; it would 
have been much simpler and much saler to 
have contented himself with the literal 
meaning of tho expression — lands belonging 
to the Crown. They may be wild or tame — 
unoccupied or covered with buildings — thut 
is merely incidental, and does nol in the 
slightest degree interfere .villi Ihe lights ol 
the Crown any more limn with those nf Ihe 
individual. This important point of his ar 
gumeut, therefore, falls completely through. 
Dr. Tolmio noxl shows the benefits the col- 
ony has derived from the Hudson's Bay- 
Company, in keeping everything at a low 
prico during Ihe early excitement ; in re- 
taining a low scale of passenger and freight 
charges on their steamers, and in do- 
ing everything in their power to make 
Victoria the commercial centre. He 
alto charges the press with not doing the 
Company justice. So far as wo are con- 
cerned, we are ready io admit that the country 
has received considerable benefit from ihe 
Company as a large mercantile lirm that has 
a permanent interest in the welfare ol the 
place; but their claim to public gratitude 
is one thing and their claim lo public lands 
is another. 

Major Foster's remarks were imbued wilh 
a strong feeling in favor of tin- 
Company. He had a most nervous dread ol 
nn English law-suit. He thought the Colony 
would be ruined il Ihey attempted to fight 
against tho power of this great association. 
He attacked Mr. Franklin because that gen- 
tleman had found it necessary to change the 
namby-pamby ideas he tie Id three years ago. 
to ones more in keeping with public integ- 
rity, as a representative of the people, and 
public sentiment. lint the honoiabls gen- 
tleman forgot thai in this cast igat ion of 
the city member he was laying himself 
open to a more severe chastisement. While 
he was charging Mr. Franklin witn changing 
from a warm supporter of the Hudson's Hay 
Company to a champion of tho popular 
cause, he was simply showing his own and 
greater apostacy in deserting the interests ol 
the people, which he pretended lo guard on 
this very question a few years ago, for those 
of the colony'* enemies. 

Several other speeches were niiule in yes- 
terday's debate, hut wo must say Ihe same 
of them as of those that have been already 
delivered, that they were, although unusually 
good orations for the House, totally irrele- 
vant. There is n certain series of resolu- 
tions before the House, aiming at a 
certain result, which in itsoll is but merely 
preliminary ; yot wo have a lino ol argument 
taken up as if Iho Hudson liay Company 
were on Ihoir trial for highway robbery or 
conspiring lo murder, before ihe members ol 
the Assembly. The Oompauy is induced to 
give "the story of its life from year to year — 
even from its boyish days till the very mo- 
ment Ihut Ihey bade it toll il," and tho other 
members look like so many lawyers with their 
first briefs, determined 'o make a flourish in 
some 6hape or other. If our legislators do 
not become leas loquacious and more rele- 
vant, wc aro afraid iho question, which has 
tided over its greatest difficulties, will meet 
wilh shipwreck in the uighi of harbor.
